IMPORT TRADE CONTROL 

New Delhi, the 30th March 1966 
SUBJECT. - Conversion of actual user licences for raw materials , components , spares 

and non - ferrous metals for April 1965 March 1966 and April 1968 

March 1967 period for importing steel and vice - versa . 
No. 41-1TC ( PN ) / 66 .- With a view to providing Alex [bluty to Actual Users in the 
utilisation of foreign exchange , it has been decided that import licences issued 
to Actual Users ( scheduled and non -scheduled including small scale ) against 
free foreign exchange for raw materials , components , spares , non - ferrous metals 
and steel for the periods April 1905 - March 1966 and April 1966 – March 1987 
will be valid for import of items as indicated below : 
( 1) Import licences issued to actual users for raw materials , components , 

spares and non - ferrous metals for the periods April 1985 – March 
1966 and April 1966 - March 1967 will also be valid for import of 
steel within the face value of the licence , provided that no banned 
category of steel will be allowed to be imported . This facility will 
be available only to these actual users to whom Import licences for 
steel have been or may be issued for all or any of the licensing 
periods April 1984 — March 1965 , April 1965 March 1966 and April 
1906 – March 1967 . 
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( ii ) Import licences issued to actual users for steel for the periods April 

1965 – March 1966 and April 1966 – March 1967 will also be valid for 
import of raw materials , components , spares and non - ferrous metals 
within the face value of the licence. This facility will be available 
only for import of such items of raw materials , components , spares 
and non - ferrous metals for which the licensee has been or may be 
granted Actual User licences for all or any of the licensing periods 
April 1964 – March 1965 , April 1965 — March 1966 and April 1986 
March 1967. Other items of raw materials , components , spares and 
non - ferrous metals for which the licensee bas not obtained Actual 
User Licences for any of these three periods, will not be allowed to 

be imported against the import licences for steel. 
( 11 ) Import licences issued to Actual Users against free foreign exchange 

for the periods April 1965 - - March 1966 and April 1966 - March 1987 
for import of raw materials , spares, components , non - ferrous metals 
and steel will automatically be valid for utilisation in the manner 
indicated in sub - paras ( i) and ( i ) above. It will not be necessary 
for the licensee to get a specific endorsement from the licensing 
authority for this purpose . At the time of clearance , the Licensees 
will be requirçd to produce to the Customs authorities the necessary 
evidence to enable them to allow import of items permissible in 

terms of sub -paras ( 1 ) and ( li) above. 
2 . Attention of the importers is also invited to paragraph 84 in the amend 
ments to Chapter IV on Actual Users in the Booklet containing amendments to 
the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 1964 , published 
under Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No . 47 - ITC ( PN ) /65, dated the 15th 
July , 1965 , according to which the Actual Users have been allowed to import, 
within the overall face value of the licence , more or less of any item of raw 
materials , components and spares covered by the Icence, provided the import 
of such item does not exceed 25 % of the quantity / value limit of the items given 
in the licence . With a view to providing greater flexibility to the Actual Users , 
It has been decided that Actual Users holding import licences for raw materjals , 
components and spares for the periods April 1965 — March 1966 and April 1966 – 
March 1967 can import any item covered by the licence without any limit of 
quantity or value, provided the total import does not exceed the overall face 
value of the licence. Sub - paras 1 ( a ) and 1 ( b ) of para 84 in the Booklet of 
Ainendments as referred to . may , therefore , be deemed to have been amended 
accordingly . The other provisions contained in the said paragraph 84 will 
remain unaltered . 
SUBJECT. — Import policy for books, periodicals and journals falling under S. No. 

169 - 170 / IV , for the period April 1965 March 1966. 
No. 43 - ITC (PN ) /66 .– Attention of importers is invited to the import policy 
tor Books, periodicals and Journals indicated against S . No . 169- 170 / IV , in 
Section II of the Import Policy Book for the period April 1985 – March 1966 AB 
subsequently amended by Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 18 -ITC ( PN ) / 
66 , dated the 22nd January , 1968 , which provided for issue of licences on a quota 
of 50 per cent and also supplementary licences subject to specified conditions . 

2. On a review of the position , the import policy for Books for the period 
April 1965 – March 1966 has been further liberalised . It has been decided to 
allow additional import of Books, periodicals and journals and Books in shect 
form to established importers equal to three times the total value of supple 
mentary licences already issued to them for the period April 1965 – -March 1988 . 

3 . It will not be necessary for the importers to apply in the prescribed form 
and manner for additional imports of Books, periodicals and foumals , 
Importers should , however , present their supplementary licences for Books, 
periodicals and journals already issued to them for the current period April 
1915 March 1968 with a covering letter to the concerned licensing authorities 
immediately and in any case not later than the 30th April 1968 for cnhancing 
the values of thelr supplementary licences to the extent admissible alongwith 
Treasury Challans covering the additional application fees , if necessary .
